Mamnfoth Protestant demon­ 
strations jammed areas on the 
fringes of the parade route. 
The Order of Orange

Dislike For Students 
With the increasing emphasis in higher edu­ 
cation on revelancy and communication, it is 
amazing that the president of Kent State Uni­ 
versity wras “a little surprised at the intensity 
and depth” of local public animosity toward stu­ 
dents after four of them were killed on his cam­ 
pus. 
Following a siege of campus unrest which 
resulted in the four deaths, Kent townspeople 
poured letters into the local newspaper and into 
the office of President Robert T. White, w'ho said 
“the overwhelming amount (he received) were 
favorable to the National Guard and antagonis­ 
tic to the students.” The paper received about 
the same response. Tile 
general attitude wTas 
that “they should have shot more of them.” 
What the people in Kent, Ohio, felt about 
the shootings was not an isolated mood. Gallup 
Poll showed that for every person interviewed 
who felt the Guardsmen were at fault, more 
than five others indicted the demonstrating stu­ 
dents. The percentages were l l as opposed to 58. 
What is amazing is not that the public 
blames the demonstrators, but that college offi­ 
cials like President White should be so oblivious 
to the mood of the public. His university had 
been embroiled for months, with campus disrup­ 
tions frequently spilling over into the local com­ 
munity. Campus radicals destroyed thousands of 
dollars worth of property in Kent before the 
Guard was called in. The destruction in that one 
college community has been repeated all over 
the country. 
Within this framework, officials like White 
should not be taken aback at the public’s ani­ 
mosity. They should be surprised only that it 
hasn’t surfaced sooner.

Discontent Of NAACP 
With Nixon Unjustified

What does it take to be lov­ 
ed? 


Leonard Garment, President 
Nixon’s Liaison with civil rights 
groups, and Pot Moynihan, who 
does the long-term thinking on 
urban affairs for the Adminis­ 
tration, have legitimate cause 
for wonder these days as Bis­ 
hop Stephen Spotswood, chair­ 
man of the board of the Na­ 
tional Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Colored People, 
refuses to retract his conten­ 
tion that the Nixon govern­ 
ment is anti-Negro. 
The 
truth 
is 
that 
Bishop 
Spotsw ood is wrong, entirely 
wrong, 
but 
neither 
Garment 
nor Moynihan, 
who hope to 
stop the unfruitful business of 
mutual recrimination, desires to 
make an issue of it. Garment 
did reply to the NAACP in a 
long telegram that listed some 
otf the things the government is 
trying to do for the blacks.

Spotsw ood had 
been 
unfair, 
however, 
the 
Garment

gram was notable for its effort 
to defuse the rhetoric. 
Pat Moynihan, in a paper 
being 
circulated 
for

House administrative staff con­ 
sumption, goes 
Garment one 
better in forbearance, making a ’ 
virtue of 
the 
fact 
that the 
blacks in the U.S. have reach­ 
ed that stage of development 
in which the expression of dis­ 
content seems both logical and 
natural. 
Moynihan believes that dis­ 
content is the sparkplug of cre­ 
ativity, and it would be unfor­ 
tunate if it were totally re­ 
pressed. People don’t get open­ 
ly angry until they feel they 
are strong enough and pros­ 
perous 
enough 
to do some­ 
thing 
about 
improving 
their 
status in a quantum jump. 
As Moynihan sees it, once a 
national 
goal 
has 
been 
for­ 
mulated, it becomes a standard 
by which the present is judg­ 
ed, not the future. Objectives, 
once established, “institution­ 
alize the creation of discontent. 
The setting of future goals, ne 
matter how distant, drains legi­ 
timacy 
from 
present condi­ 
tions.” This is “part of the 
price a society pays when it 
consciously 
seeks 
to 
change 
things for the better.**

Some Feel Market Dip 
Artificially Induced

NEW YORK (AP) — I fs a cu­ 
rious recession, both in stock 
prices 
and 
in 
the 
economy. 
Some market analysts claim the 
plunge in stock prices was arti­ 
ficially induced. Others say the 
recession is based in psychology 
rather than economics. 
The 
argument 
about 
stock 
prices is easy to understand, but 
maybe a little bit harder to ac­ 
cept. 
It begins with the understand­ 
able prefare that prices general­ 
ly 
drop when 
bad 
economic 
news nudges its shadow over 
the horizon, and that the selling 
grows as the shadow enlarges. 
Lot of Bad News 
The bad news can be almost 
anything that could have a de­ 
pressing effect an the fortunes 
of the companies that make up 
the market, any turn in econom­ 
ic events that threatens future 
profits. 
But, the argument goes, the 
current situation has not been 
produced by economic calami­ 
ties nearly so much as it has 
been induced by a Federal Re­ 
serve Board which has relent­ 
lessly wrung money from indus­ 
try and investors. 
The stock market is lower, 
one 
adherent 
of 
the 
theory 
states, because the Fed has re­ 
stricted the money supply to 
such an extent that “the work­ 
ing capital of American indus­ 
try has been seriously impaired 
and the accumulated wealth of 
American 
investors 
has 
been 
critically drained af purchasing 
power.” 
Danger Alway Present 
“There is no visible present 
danger of catastrophe—that is, 
nuclear war of major depres­ 
sion—which would wipe out fun­ 
damental corporate values and 
induce an investment panic.” It 
is, he maintains artificially in­ 
duced. 
That’s the opinion of John 
Wright of Bridgeport, Conn., a 
conservative adviser and man­ 


ager of many millions of dollars 
in portfolios, including those of 
institutions. 
He 
feels 
market 
risks now are negligible. 
“At no time since the Great 
Depression of the 1930s,” he 
thundered recently, “have stock 
prices been significantly lower 
in relation to underlying corpo­ 
rate 
values—earnings, 
divi­ 
dends and shareholders’ invest­ 
ed equity capital.” 
Aspect Showing Up 
The psychological 
aspect of 
this recession is showing up on 
the tally sheets of the so-called 
consumer confidence pollsters. 
Confidence of ordinary Ameri­ 
cans is quite low; it has been 
far many months. 
The puzzler in this finding is 
that many of the people who in­ 
dicate they are fearful of the fu­ 
ture have money jingling 
in 
their pockets. Well, not jingling; 
the money is there but it is 
clinched in the fist. 
Albert Smellinger of Philadel­ 
phia, whose pollsters are on the 
long-distance telephone most of 
the 
time, 
asking 
Americans 
what they think of President 
Nixon, the war, the economy, 
the market, the latest cars and 
so on, relates a perplexing sto­ 
ry. 
Income Higher 
The number of households re­ 
porting more income than six 
months ago is rising, he says. 
The low point was reached in 
May, according to his research. 
Moreover, only 12.3 per cent of 
those polled fear their incomes 
will be lower in the next six 
months. 
These two factors are unlike 
the situation in other recessions, 
when incomes were falling and 
so were expectations of future 
earnings. But fears aren’t being 
budged, as you would expect. 
“Americans have more liqui­ 
dity 
now 
than 
ever 
before,” 
S ndlinger maintains. They have 
money, 
he 
insists, 
but 
they 
aren’t about to part with it in 
any big way until their fears are 


quelled, their uncertainties re­ 
solved. 
Blames Talks 
And of what are they fearful? 
It is difficult to say precisely, 
but Sindlinger feels that the con­ 
stant 
talks of business 
prob­ 
lems, layoffs and cutbacks has 
“gotten” to the ordinary Ameri­ 
can. He remains hopeful about 
his own future; but he aul! feels 
something could happen, and so 
he pulls in his neck like a turtle 
—just in case. 
Those ane the theories, and if 
they 
demonstrate 
Little 
else, 
they do suggest that the econo­ 
my is in a unique recession. 
It 
should 
be 
remembered, 
though, that even if the reces­ 
sion is artificially induced and 
oddly psychological, it is none­ 
theless a recession—as real as 
any 
other 
since 
the 
Great 
Depression.

By ALMA De M CF 
Associated Press Writer 
An American who gives a 
damn in Vietnam can comfort a 
Jot of misery. 
Dr. Leslie Smith cares for le­ 
pers. He has been a medical 
missionary 
in 
Vietnam 
more 
than 40 years. 
His life’s work is wrapped up 
in Happy Haven Leprosarium. 
It lies on a crescent beach of Da 
Nang Bay, at the foot of Hai 
Van iSeacloud) Pass. 
Because of guerrilla attacks 
on Highway No. I through the 
pass, it is closed at night. Fight­ 
er bombers fly over the leprosa­ 
rium on daytime strikes into the 
nearbv hills. 
Smile At Their Work 
The 
lepers 
smile 
at 
their 
Work. 
After 
being objects of 
fear, they have gained a feeling 
of security, with medical care 
and little houses of their own. 
The lepers catch fish in the 
sea, raise pigs, chickens and 
rabbits, and grow taro, sweet 
potatoes, manioc 
and 
garden 
vegetables. 
Even when the disease has 
been arrested and tests are neg­ 
ative, lepers do not return to 
their home villages. 
For 265 
Vietnamese, 
adults 
and 
chil­ 
dren, Happy Haven is the world. 
It is supported by United World 
Missions. 
Materials Donated 
With materials donated by the 
U.S. Air Force, the leprosarium 
now has a communal building. 
It is named for two Dutch volun­ 
teers, Mimi du Fosse and Nelly 
Heyboer, who nursed the lepers 
in recent years. 
The only other settlement on 
Crescent Bay is an orphan vil­ 
lage for 85 children, ages 2 to 
16. They were rescued from a 
besieged Mon ta guard hamlet in 


Quang Ngai province through 
the efforts of Major Myrl Allin- 
der. of North Augusta, S.C. 
The orphans belong to the 
Hrev tribe. The major, who flew 
an F4 Phantom in the Love 
Bugs, a Marine Corps fighter- 
born ber group, arranged for a 
Caribou to airlift the orphans to 
safety.

af progress is quickening. 
Higher horsepower and hy­ 
draulic gadgetry’ have been key­ 
stones of change an the last IO 
years, 
say agricultural 
engi­ 
neers RO. White and 
Steve 
Bolen of Michigan State Univer­ 
sity. They ^ay planting and har­ 
vesting equipment will undergo 
even more refinement and de­ 
velopment as 
time - 
saving 
techniques are built in. 
Two-Pronged Trend 
White's view of the future i*i> 
eludes a two-pronged trend to­ 
ward O' bigger farms and <2' 
an in crease in the number of 
parttime farmers whosis ma­ 
jor source of income is else­ 
where. These trends will de­ 
velop, he says, at the expense 
of the traditional, fulltime fami­ 
ly farm.

operate it constantly and can’t 
risk a breakdown. And 
while 
they’ve been using the equip­ 
ment. perhaps something better 
has been developed. 
Sharp Contrasts Noted 
To illustrate the w’ay in which 
machinery has matured, Bolen 
and White draw some sharp 
contrasts between 1960 and to­ 
day. 
For instance: ten years ago, 
an 80-horsepower tractor 
was 
a big one. Now, its’s only aver­ 
age About 49 per cent of the 
tractors sold in Michigan 
last 
y e a r were over 90 horsepower 
and at least one manufacturer 
makes a 280-horsepow'er model. 
A four-row com planter used 
to be the standard. Now they 
make one that plants a dozen 
rows at once. 
Levers Ease Work Lead 
It used to be that in order 
to lift equipment from the sodl, 
a farmer would have to reach 
back, fumble for a rope and 
engage a gear. Then he would 
drive forward, using the motion 
of the wheel to raise the plow 
or planter. Now, hie can do it 
with the push of a lever, start­ 
ing a hydraulic lift an motion. 
He doesn't even have to take 
his eyes off the field in front 
of him. 
Hydraulic gadgets on 
th e 
equipment and hydraulic out­ 
lets at strategic points on the 
farm have relieved the farmer 
of a lot of stop-and-go chores. 
Airconditioned cabs make work 
more comfortable. Noise leveis 
rn the cab are reduced, too. 
Bolen 
says 
efficiency and 
time-saving wall get even more 
emphasis in such techniques as 
automatic greasing requipment, 
relieving the farmer of gun - 
greasing dozens of fittings; and 
in sensors which will tell the 
farmer whether all his plant­ 
ing units »re releasing seeds or 
whether all harvesting segments 
are working properly. 
Maintenance Important 
But while convenience is 
a 
byword in the modem tech­ 
nology, there is at leas* 
one 
area in which it has had a re­ 
verse effect: maintenance. 
The increasing complexity of 
equipment has taken us far be­ 
yond the day when a farmer 
could handle a repair job with a 
wrench and a pair of pliers. 
Most modern machinery takes 
| special handling. 
Bolen says there is a crying 
need these days for skilled men 
who know not only how to di­ 
agnose the problems and make 
I precision repairs, bult also to ex- 
; plain machinery to prospective 
J buyers. 
He says training programs art 
available, including one at MSU 
for young men who are mechan­ 
ically inclined and want a ca­ 
reer working with farm and pow­ 


er equipment dealers and the 
public. 
Horsepower Hiked 
The growth of sophisticated 
farm machinery and the ever­ 
increasing horsepower add up 
to a drive for more speed and 
efficiency, an ability to handle 
more acreage faster with less 
manpower and 
less 
physical 
strain. 
But ifs not 
for 
everyone. 
With two-wheel drive tractors 
costing up to $15,000. a modem 
machine may turn out to be an 
expensive convenience in some 
cases. 
“A farmer can’t expect to 
double his 
acreage just be­ 
cause he has a machine with 
twice the capacity,” says Wh*te. 
“Each farmer has to judge his 
own needs. There may be no 
reason to invest in the new ma­ 
chinery if he’s geting the job 
done with what he has. Before 
he goes in for something fancy, 
he had better be sure he has 
the additional acreage or could 
use the extra time productive­ 
ly ”

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House Reform 


Bill On Floor 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A ma­ 
jor House reform boll reached 
the floor today, giving critics of 
the present system a chance to 
clean away what they say are 
centuries-old cobwebs shrouding 
congressional procedures. 
More than 109 changes in 
House rules and procedures are 
expected to be considered be­ 
fore 
voting begins, 
probably 
Wednesday. 
One of the proposals, backed 
by the Democratic leadership, 
takes away the cloak of secrecy 
from votes on amendments. 
The reform bill sent to the 
floor by the House Rules Com­ 
mittee makes modest changes 
in a limited area. It is the 
amendments being offered that 
present the reformers their best 
chance of a thorough house­ 
cleaning. 
Key provisions of the commit­ 
tee bdl! permit televised com­ 
mittee hearings, expand sources 
of 
congressional 
information 
and open the way for using com­ 
puter services in Congress. 
A bipartisan group of reform­ 
ers has 
put together a ' 10- 
amendmen»t package designed 
to end secrecy in voting and 
committee procedures, provide 
more time and information for 
debate and streamline House 
operations. 
They key provision permits 
record votes on amendments. 
Now, in a custom dating back to 
colonial times, 
members 
are 
counted as they vote but not 
Identified. 
Adoption of the amendment 
could have a far-reaching effect 


Mi House procedures. For one 
thing, it would produce much 
Higher floor attendance when 
Mils are being considered. 
Now, on many occasions, mil­ 
lions of dollars are appropriated 
md major legislative decisions 
made with fewer than IOO of the 
135 members participating in 
the anonymous votes. 
Once the decisions are made 
the rest of the members troop 
over to answer the roll call on 
final passage.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
deadline for World War II GIs 
to apply for Veterans Adminis­ 
tration home loan guarantees 
expires July 25 but Congress is 
moving to save and perhaps ex­ 
pand the program. 
Under bills being considered, 
Congress may reopen the pro­ 
gram to millions who passed it 
up by knocking out the eligibili­ 
ty deadline for 
veterans 
of 
World War II as well as GIs 
who served in Korea, the post- 
Korea era and Vietnam. 
Several such bills have been 
introduced and the Senate has 
held hearings on one sponsored 
by Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif., 
and backed by the White House. 
The Senate bill, as it seems to 
be shaping up, would knock out 
all deadlines—present and fu­ 
ture—on GI home loans. Several 
bills are in the House Veterans 
Affairs Committee, which will 
hold hearings this week, includ- 


Reorganization 
Of Indian Affairs 
Group Suggested 
LANSING (AP) — Gov. Wil­ 
liam G. Milliken is planning a 
reorganization of the State Com­ 
mission on Indian Affairs, ao 
coring to a spokesman for the 
Governor’s office. 
The spokesman said the Gov­ 
ernor “wants to take a whole 
nlew look at Indian affairs and 
try to revitalize the commis­ 
sion.” He said the objective is 
to make the commission “as re­ 
sponsive as possible.” 
Meanwhile, some 20 
Indian 
representatives from Michigan’s 
four re ser vail ions met at 
Bay 
Mills over the weekend to map 
plans for Indian aid programs. 
A spokesman for the group said 
the Governor plans to create a 
five - member reform group to 
submit recommendations for a 
reorganization of the commis­ 
sion. 
The Imdiian representatives are 
demanding, among other things, 
tihait the director and five white 
members of the current eleven- 
man commission be fired.

At present about 1.4 million 
World War II veterans remain 
eligible. Eligibility has expired 
already for many others who 
did not use the GI bill to buy 
homes. About 5.5 million World 
War II veterans used the bene­ 
fit. 
Eligible veterans of World i 
War II, Korea, post-Korea ser­ 
vice and Vietnam may get home 
loans from commerciEil lenders 
guaranteed up to $12,500, but 
there’s no limit on how big the i 
loan may be as there once was. 
The VA also makes direct loans 
in some areas where commer-! 
cial loan money may not be 
available. 
Interest may not be over 8Vi- 
per cent, the same limit as 
FHA, but the government has 
authority to raise this to match 
the money market. This open- j 
end authority expires in October 
but a housing bill to be consid- j 
ered in Senate-House conference I 
this week would extend the au­ 
thority to October 1971. 
Under current law, eligibility 
for all veterans normally ex­ 
pires IO years after discharge 
from active duty plus an extra 
one year for each three months 
of active duty. 
Regardless of that, the dead­ 
line for Korean veterans is Jan,. 
3, 1975, for post-Korean veterans 
March 3, 1976, with special ex­ 
tensions for those disabled in 
service. 
Widows of men who died on 
active duty are eligible. 
A VA official said the applica­ 
tions for home loans by World 
War II veterans are corning in 
now “only in dribbles” since 
most who want homes or could 
afford them 
have 
purchased 
them or have passed the age 
when they want to own a home. 
Korean war veterans are still 
buying homes but the biggest 
rush is by post-Korean veterans. 
Age and the tight money market 
have held down the rush by 
Vietnam veterans.

The action seems advisable 
because of numerous cases of 
children complaining of a se­ 
vere and irritating rash diag­ 
nosed 
as swimmers itch 
by 
several local phycians. said Dr. 
Cretens. Swimmers itch is caus­ 
ed by a parasite harbored by 
certain kinds cl snails. 
Correction of this condition 
requires eradication of all of 
the snails with a copper sulfate 
solution. 
The 
entire 
quarry 
will be treated in a joint effort 
by the De I ta - Menom inee Dis­ 
trict Health Depai*tment and 
the Michigan Department of 
Water Resources. 
No one should attempt to 
swim in these waters during 
the period of treatm ent, Dr. 
Cretens emphasized. Signs will 
be posted warning swimmers 
to stay out of the water. The 
quarry will again be open for 
swimming Saturday, July 18.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
120 pounds of lunar samples 
brought back by the Apollo ll

touched off a search for similar 
materials on earth, according to 
the National 
Aeronautics 
and 
Space Administration. 
As the space agency has said 
before, the samples indicate no 
life exists on the moon, but 
scientists still are try in g to de­ 
termine why some plants grow 
better in lunar soil than in earth 
dirt, NASA said. 
Anniversary Near 
In a news release in anticipa­ 
tion of the July 20 anniversary 
of the first manned landing on 
the moan a year ago, NASA 
said: 
“Although the gross chemical 
properties of the moon rocks re­ 
semble 
terrestrial 
volcanic 
rocks in some respects, the lu­ 
nar rocks have some highly sig­ 
nificant differences such as an 
unusually high titanium content, 
an unusual distribution of rare 
earth elements, and low water 
content. 
Unusual Properties 
“The unusual properties have 
spurred on geologists here on 
earth to find similar materials.

Hickel Has No 
Plans To Resign 


WASHINGTON IAP) — Secre­ 
tary of Interior Walter J. Hickel 
says he has received no indica­ 
tion that President Nixon would 
like him to quit. 
“I think if the President didn’t 
want me to be there, he would 
have told m e.,” Hickel said Sun­ 
day. “I have no intention of 
walking away from a job that 
isn’t completed. And I have no 
indication they want me to walk 
away from it.” 
It was rumored that Hickel 
would resign after a letter to 
Nixon, saying the administra­ 
tion was out of touch with youth, 
i was leaked to the press several 
I weeks ago. 
Hickel, 
interviewed on “ Is­ 
sues and Answers” on ABC said 
he now believes Hie administra­ 
tion has moved in the right di­ 
rection with its efforts to realign 
national priorities.

This has led one scientist to 
state that the proper way to 
study the sun is through sam­ 
ples collected from the moon, it 
added.

! mats, nor any sign of lunar life. 
But “one effect not yet under­

“The growth of liverworts and 
similar plants in lunar m aterial 
is significantly increased com­ 
pared to growth af the same 
plants in earth m aterial.” 


Airlines Rap 


North Atlantic 


Safety Plans 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
world’s major airlines are bat­ 
tling a plan by American and 
European space agencies to set 
up a costly satellite system for 
control of air traffic across the 
North Atlantic. 
The airlines contend the pro­ 
posed system which the space 
agencies say would be a valu­ 
able aid in preventing collisions 
in skies becoming more crowd­ 
ed by the month, is premature 
and too expensive. 
In an effort to resolve the dis­ 
pute, the Federal Aviation Ad­ 
ministration and the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration have invited the domes­ 
tic and foreign airlines and their 
trade 
organizations, 
the 
Air 
Transport Association and the 
International Air Transport As­ 
sociation, to a special briefing 
here Aug. 12. 
NASA has budgeted $3 million 
for study of the system during 
the current fiscal year. 
The airlines, through ATA and 
IATA. have said they don’t need 
such a system for some years 
and don’t want to be saddled 
with its cost. 
Dr. Richard Marsten. director 
of NASA’s communications sat­ 
ellite program, told newsmen 
recently a prototype satellite air 
traffic control system costing 
$70 million could be established 
over the North Atlantic by 1975. 
He said that within five years 
the proposed system could help 
U.S. airlines avoid delays on 
trans-Atlantic routes that would 
cost them more than $400 mil­ 
lion. 
Marsten said the prototype 
system 
could 
lead to an ad­ 
vanced automatically operated 
type in the early 1980s, and give 
pilots 
continuous 
and 
exact 
knowledge 
on 
their 
location 
throughout a flight,* both with 
regard to other aircraft and in 
relation ot the ground. 
With 
trans-Atlantic 
traffic 
doubling by 1975 and doubling 
again by 1985, he said, the sys­ 
tem would be a valuable aid to 
avoiding collisions. 
In mid-June IATA and ATA 
declared the NASA-ESRO pro­ 
posal was economically unjusti­ 
fied and unrealistic and they 
would refuse to support such a 
program through user charges 
or by carrying airborne equip­ 
ment at airline expense. 
Estimating the system would 
cost between $120 million and 
$150 million, they said the plan 
“is not responsive to valid inter­ 
nationally 
agreed 
operational 
requirements, but reflects the 
intent to apply satellite technol­ 
ogy regardless of the needs or 
cost.”
